‘‘I am not an advocate for frequent change in laws and 
constitutions. But laws and institutions must go hand-in- 
hand with the progress of the human mind. As that becomes 
more developed, more enlightened, as new discoveries are 
made, new truths discovered and manners and opinions 
change, we must advance also with the times. We might as 
well require a man to wear still the coat which fitted him 
when a boy as civilized society to remain ever under the 
regime of their barbarous ancestors.” 

Jefferson’s sage words and wise counsel are a charter 
for Americans of these days and indeed for the oppressed 
peoples of a strife-wearied world. They make clear, and our 
statesmen should take heed, that this world and its peoples Tuesday after a week’s fish- 
cannot remain static, and that changes looking forward 
toward freedom for ail peoples are inevitable. 

Whether these changes can be born without further 
war, without nuclear destruction, or if they must await an 
awesome and disastrous travail in the future, is largely up 
to the statesmen of the world whether they be in Washing¬ 
ton, Moscow, London, Pekin, Bonn or Paris.
